Feeding Experiment 
at Lacombe Farm 
A carload of — two and three- 
year-old steers averaging 1008 
Ibs., were put in the corral on 
November Ist. For the first 
month the feed consisted — of 
peas and oats cured for hay. On 
December Ist a three-pound per 
head grain ration was fed, con- 
sisting of frozen wheat, one- 
third, and barley two-thirds, 
ground and fed in grain tables 
twice daily. On January {st 
the forage ration was varied by 
including a mixture of alfalfa 
and brome hay with the peas 
and oat sheaves. During — the 
whole feeding period the cattle 
ran to the straw stacks and 
consumed a large quantity — of 
straw; in fact I believe they 
could have been carried another 
month without hay with added 
profit. The yrain ration was 
increased one. pound per head 
per week until ten pounds — per 
head per day was reached.

continént. Windsor has achiev- 
ed an unenviable notoriety in 
this connection. In 1906 there 
were 1,193 marriages performed 
in Windsor. In 1910 the num- 
ber was 2,293, the highest on 
record. “Most of these marriag- 
es are of rien ee couples bina 
ing to evade the publicity __re- 
quired by the state law which 
compels immediate advertise- 
ment. Some few of the Am- 
erican couples are married in 
Ontario because the license 
costs only $2, instead of $5 as 
in Michigan. Non-residents 
seeking marriage in Ontario 
are required to take an affidav- 
it that they are not trying to 
evade publicity, or are acting 
from an improper reason, 
unfortunately affidavits are 
not serious obstacles to those 
wishing to contract clandestine 
marriages. Some stronger de- 
terrent is needed. 
.Clandestinity in marriage is an 
evil that eyery one concerned 
with the social wellbeing would 
agree to su ss. °- Massachu- 
setts put into forcetat the — be- 
ginning of this year a law aim- 
ed at elopements and ill-consid- 
ered marriages. That state re- 
quires that a person must give 
five full days’ ‘notice of inten- 
tion before license is available. 
During that period relatives or 
friends may register objections, 
and if these objections are valid 
and justifiable, a Hcense is pro- 
hibited. Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, Vermont and Rhode _Is- 
land have a similar law. The 
incorporation of the banns mat- 
ter into law®reaches consider- 
ably farther than advertising 
of a license after it has been is- 
sued, when the marriage ma 
have been already perform 
und the steps to prevent it to 
late. The basis of the idea is 
the same, however, and one 
worthy of the attention of the 
Dominion east and west.

FAULT FINDING 


Who can appreciate the full 
significance of fault finding— 
that perpetual nagging over 
trifles, so unimportant in them- 
selves, yet’ which, because of 
the continued emphasis that is 
laid on them, become the great 
insurmountable obstacles of the 
very life, and the barrier to the 
happiness of the people = who 
would otherwise lead a happy, 
quiet and pleasant existence? 

Fault finding is a habit. It 

ows upon one almost without 
their knowledge, and its be- 
ginning is in trivial things. It 
1s confined to the little things— 
the things that should be pass- 
ed over lightly as of no con- 
sequence. The big things are 
taken philosophically enough. 
They are talked over, remedied 
or borne with, as seems best. 

But the little things are 
talked over and over, each one 
thinking the other should give 
in. The habit grows. In 
tame it will reach a point where 
it can be borne no longer, and 
then something happens. Then 
there is a rift in the beautitul 
domestic peace, and the small 
rift widens until the home is a 
home no longer, and becomes a 
thing of horror, a thing that 
is to be avoided as one would 
avoid the plague. 

The cause of all the trouble 
and worry is fault finding. In 
the beginning it was nothing, 
or less than  nothing—merely 
one of those slight misunder- 
standings that could have been 
settled in a moment. It may 
have been a little irritating way, 
a mannerism that, while — dis- 
agreeable, could easily be over- 
looked, - or checked and out- 
grown. Usually the mannerism 
isan unconscious one, and only 
a gently spoken hint would be 
needed for its entire effacement. 
Yet this trivial thing is made 
the subject of a long harangue, 
ending in sharp words, and the 
result is often a bitter quarrel. 
Discord becomes master of | the 
home, and life is no longer 
pleasant. 

If we could) only remember 
that we are all full of faults, 
and that no man or woman is 
perfect! To bear and forbear 
is the one thing that one must 
learn if he would live in peace 
and happiness with his neigh- 
bors. We should keep in mind 
the old adage, ‘‘There is al- 
ways some bad in the best of 
us, and always some good in 
the worst of us, so it behooves 
the most of us to say nothin 
of the rest of us.” If we ie 
of this, and remember that 
most of us are inclined to fault 
finding, we would keep a more 
careful guard over the tongue, 
and fault finding would be no 
longer the frequently found ha 
bit that it now is. 


If we would remember — that 
fault finding - makes more ene 
mies than anything else; that 
it has sent many a woman to 
ap early grave; that it has 
wrecked many a man’s useful- 


ness and blasted his cureer, and 
that it has strewn many a life’s 
highway with the dead remains 
we would 
be mpre careful to stifle the 
words that so often rise to our 
lips before we pave them ut- 
verance.

came from quickly. 

Both the Medicine and Lob- 
stick valleys are favored with 
conveniently distributed clumps 
of timber, in which portable 
sawmills are busy manufactur- 
ing lumber for the settlers, and 
the Government is opening up 
and improving their roads, and 
incidently giving them employ- 
ment, 

In our flight east and west 
we omitted parts of the dis- 
trict north and south of town. 
About seven miles south is the 
village of Blackfalas, with a 
well improved surrounding 
country, the creamery here _ be- 
ing one of the most successful 
in the province. About the 
same distance north is the vil- 
lage of Morningside, both _ be- 
ing stations of the C. & E. rail- 
way. To the north and north- 
west for twenty miles is one of 
the best settled parts of the 
the best settled parts of the dis- 
trict, well served with schools, 
post offices, churches and local 
improvement councils. 

he rapid survey of the cis- 
trict does but poor justice to 
its natural beauty ot hill, lake 
and stream, to its magnificent 
prospects of wealth and popula- 
tion, and to well directed 


in- 
dustry of the’ settlers. Kiny- 
doms no larger in extent of 


territory or greater in natural 
wealth have cut quite a ‘figure 
in history. Our present as- 
sessable value may be small in 
the comparison, but the dif- 
ference is being made up at a 
pace the actors and spectators 
of the drama can least of all 
realize. 

Notwithstanding the splendid 
showing the settlers are making 
they, as already mentioned, no 
doubt endured many hardships 
at first. But now that improv- 
ed farms are to be obtained, _ it 
is in most cases more advant- 
ageous to buy one of these than 
take up a homestead. The 


highest priced land-may.be the. 


free homesteads. This may not 
be immediately obvious to 
many intending settlers. But 
those who have had experience 
in settling new lands on this 
continent invariably decide in 
favor of buying the improved 
farm. 

Homesteading involves push- 
ing out to the frontier ahead of 
roads, railways, schools, chur- 
che# or markets, and waiting 
for these things for some years, 
building and fencing with the 
crudest materials, before obtain- 
ing much in the way of returns. 
This does not ‘Spay’ when im- 
proved farms can be bought at 
from $8.00 to $20.00 per acre, 


with only «a small payment 
down, and terms on the bal- 
ance, extending the payments 


over One, two or — three years. 
This is only a fraction of their 
real and potential value, — for 
with fields ready und fenced for 
crop, — and hedeinen for ov 
cupation, the returns — often 
equal the price paid in the first 
year. It is a fact also that 
the value of farms in the older 
secUlons increases more rapidly 
than in the homesteading : 
Qlons.

DANGEROUS 
PREPARATIONS 


The Department of Inland 
Revenue for some years has 
been conducting investigations 
into the various foods, me- 
dicines, etc., sold the Canadian 
people. The publication of the 
findings has had much to’ do 
with the prevention of adultera- 
tion of foods. Of late these 
reports have dealt with the 
various patent medicines manu- 
factured or sold in Canada. The 
Ottawa Citizen has the follow- 
ing interesting comment on the 
last bulletin: 

An interesting report by Mr. 
A. MeGill, chief analyst of the 
Dominion, on the subject of so- 
called ‘“‘headache powders,” has 
been published and is particular 
ly instructive in view of the 
great sale of these alleged  re- 
medies. Not only does Mr. Mc- 
(ill demonstrate egal. viola- 
tions in the preparation of 
these proprictory medicines, but 
in many cases he points out the 
great danger to be apprehend. 
ed from the taking of various 
dangerous drugs which enter 
largely into the composition of 
these common ‘cures.’ — In sev- 
eral instances headache pre- 
parations have been found — by 
the analyst in the form of loz- 
enges or chocolates. This is, 
as Mr. McGill points out, a 
dangerous inovation, 
With potent drugs disguised in 
such form, the great danger of 
excessive use is increased, while 
in the case of children the pos- 
sibilities are practically alarm- 
ing. 

“The Dominion analyst mak- 
es the statement that in many 
instances the proprietary or 
patent medicine act is technical- 
ly violated by the émployment 
of the chemical term or name 
of the drug on the labels of 
headache mixtures, instead 9 of 
the common name or that usu- 
ally employed by the general 
public. Hence in such cases 
where ordinarily the purchaser 
would hesitate to buy a drug 
with the evil effects of whiten he 
may be acquainted in a general 
way, he is induced to take a 
mixture which, while it con 
forms to the provisions of — the 
(ct, in reality violates the law 
by substituting the technical 
term thereof, This is disguis- 
ing the presence of a dangerous 
ingredient as effectively as the 
omission of the name altogeth 
er to the great majority of 
people. To remedy this decep- 
tion, for such it undoubtedly is, 
Mr. McGill suggests an amend- 
ment to the present act calling 
for the printing in plain charac 
ters of the common name of the 
drugs in’ proprietary articles. 

In 150 samples analysed Mr 
McGill reports the fact that 8% 
distinct claim to 
curative powers, 
Claus in most 
headache afiictions, 
neuralyia, nausea, 
and other ills. All such state 
ments, declares the analyst, are 
unwarranted and misleading 
and should constitute a panish 
ible Offence under the act.

London, <Apr.: 6.—The most 
detailed forecast of the Irish 
Home Rule Bill that has yet 
appeared is published on the 
highest authority by the UIster |

When they have ‘been threshing 
long enough that I am satisfied 
there is nothing in the ma- 
chine but oats, I bring one | of 
my varieties of wheat to the 
machine and have them stop 
feeding oats. Then when the 
machine is empty we fire in our 
pure bred wheat, catching the 
grain in boxes, after which we 
resume the threshing of oats. 
If | have another vanety of 
wheat I do the same with it, 
threshing some oats in between 
each variety. Barley is thresh- 
ed while threshing oats, and 
sure bred oats are threshed in 
alee wheat. There will be 
a little oats in the wheat and 
barley, and a little wheat in the 
oats, but a good fanning mill 
will fix them up all right, and 
what the mi does not take 
out you can pick out during the 
long winter evenings when you 
are not attending singing 
school. The bags containing 
the grain should have a tag 
on each one with the name of 
the grain plainly written on 
it.
